Super Bird 
to Be Made 
Available

"Auubrn, Ala. — Poultry scien- 
tists at Alabama Polytechnic In- 
stitute are going to make their 
super bird" available to the na- 


tion during the coming year. 


This new barnyard big shot is 


a strain of Leghorn developed at 
the Institute during the past 14 
years in a special genetics pro- 
gram costing about $85,000. 


In comparative tests with five 


of the other Leghorn strains pro- 
duced in Alabama, 
birds of the 
Polytech strain have proved them- 
selves to be worth any two ordinaiy 
Leghorns—in returns to the farmer 
—from the standpoint of resistance 
to disease, meat production, , egg 
size and egg turn-out, tho scient- 
ists claim. 
.- ••••- 


So far, cocks and hens of the 
strain have lived a strictly col- 
legiate life, turning out meat - or 
eggs just for old Alma Mater, 


But come Jan. 1 hatching eggs' 


\Vill be made available to Ala- 
bama poultry raisers, and by the 
end of the year, 
poultry men 


throughout the nation will have a 
chance to see what the Auburn Leg- 
horns can do away from their home 
grounds. 


Right now, Polylech's birds are 
being stacked against Ne%v York, 
Minnesota, Calilfornia and Florida 
tests on the Auburn grounds —but 
the boxscore won't be availablol lor 
some time,

Public housing, meaning subsi- 


dized housing in which all the peo- 
ple pay part of the rent of a lucky 
few, was one of the noisy subjects 
of both parties in the late cam- 
paign. It was not an issue. The

were landlords at heart and that 
they delighted in the sight of gaunt 
and ailing

discussion. 


The recent landlord's strike,

feeble gesture which seems to have 
been organized by a few owne'rs 
of property under professional in- 
stigation, died of intimidation. The 
threat by one United States attor- 
ney to prosecute landlords 
who 


should join this strike under the 
laws forbidding 
sedition 
was 
a 


symptom of the corruption of the 
intelligence of men who ta'-re the 
tainted shilling of the creeping 
Fascism of Washington. The same 
district attorney and all others in 
the department of justice would 
suffer actual, indubitable sedition 
without raising a hand if it were 
committed by strikers of any of 
the laoor unions. In hundreds of 
cases they have 
permitted 
such 


Strikers to violate 
federal 
laws. 


And in one flagrant case there 
was a flat charge of violent insur- 
rection made by President Roose- 
velt against the Communists of the 
united Auto Workers. Violent in- 
surrection must proceed from sedi- 
tion, but even 
though 
Roosevelt 


made this charge there was 
no 


prosecution. The union in this in- 
surrection has since become one 
of the mightiest in the country in- 
ferior to only the teamsters and 
the mine workers. 


It has always been argued that 
strikers who take to the picket 
lines with slingshots and ball-bear- 
ings, tire-chains, 
bal-hooks clubs 


studded 
with 
nails 
and

mounting razor blades in grooves 
are at worst guilty of disorderly 
conduct 
assault 
or 
involuntary 


manslaughter. 
It has been held 
that they are not entirely respon- 
sible because they are made des- 
perate by their need of the boons 
for which they are striking. These 
have included orange soda on the 
hokey-pokey wagon in the factory 
in addition to the colas and straw- 
berry; coconut candy-bars as well 
as nougat; overtime on overtime 
and higher wages. It is not im- 
proper of such strikers to demand 
wages in excess of the 
highest 
scale ever paid. In their parti- 
cular occupations and such desires 
are never stigmatized 
as greed. 


Yet such strikers boasting that 
by concerted action through union- 
iS,,™10^ are getting as much as 
?5000 a year are the most eager 
applicants for public housing in 
which a portion of their rent must 
be paid by other citizens earning 
less.

up farm prices, ordering an

part to "speculative influences." 


Shortly after the grain markets 


closed, Secretary

Brannan issued a call for "full in-
